In addition to the suggested coarse# the 
recipient# were encouraged to specify any type of ieforsation science 
or management science course needed for the development of their eeployacs. 
Each addressee was provided with a stateftagit defining the goal# of the 
overall program' and describing the scope of the possible courses.

As you will ante from these 
attachments the total recorded Agency requirement for Information science 
training for ft 1474 i# for 327 students. Of this awafcer 277 students 
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weald he enrolled la four specific courses as follows: Information 
Seitnee for Intelligence — 42 students; Hsasgeaeat Science for 
Intelligence — 197 stu (Soots; Systems Analysis — 65 students; sad 
Survey of Xaforaatien Handling Syateaw* — 63 students. Ike remainder 
of the requirement, 51 students, was for several functionally oriented 
information sc lose® workshops described in the succeeding paragraph. 
Judging from the strong interest generated by the questionnaire in may 
coepoaenta and the negative responses fr&s a Quaker of other large 
eooponsnts who probably hare unidentified needs, it is our view that 
ths eat tastes provided ia this paragraph are very conservative au4 that 
we will discover chat actual applications for earollaent in iafersaatles 
science courses ia FT 1974 will exceed these eetiaatss, 

S. Attachment A invited the recipients of our questionnaire to 
identify any special requireaeut not satisfied by the proposed courses. 
Cospoaects identified special seeds as follows: 

A. O ffice of Finance. DPS , has a vary fire reqaireuant 
to provide 29 OF careerists with five to six weeks of 
tafocaatioo science training primarily designed for 
finance personnel. The Director of Personnel has 
noted that he is prepared to designate two or three 
finance officers to work with e DTK Staff in developis* 
a course to a*«t their specific requirements in this 
important area. Although we have set with Office of 
Finance personnel on several occasions to discuss 
course content, and although a few of their personnel 
have attended our ear-going course in laforaation 
Seleses for Intelligence, we have not been able to satisfy 
this standing requirement. 

»* Office of C urrent Intelligence, DP I — OCl has 
responded that it is interested in a one-week course 
slated specifically at currant intelligence needs. In 
a subsequent conversation with the DIR, the D/OCI has 
stated that he perceives a need for s course In coaputer 
science especially designed for senior officers. So 
has suggested a course meeting from 1909 to 1500 hours 
for five days, enabling participants to be at their desks 
at the beginning and end of each day. 

C. Special Research Staff. DPI, has stated that it 
expects to have information science session* sad capabil- 
ities for the first tlae by FT 1S74 sad may desire two 
or sere special workshops by that tiaa*. 
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8* laagarr Aa»ly*la . Service , 031 , responded that it is 
ia iaiXoHss' * course to provide interaction 
seiaace techniques to a select group of IAS personnel 
but would defer specific request* for tills training 
until they gain wore experience with the regular course. 
A senior IAS of floor has attended the Just completed 
course in Information Sclet.ee for Intelligence. 

I. Rational Fhete&ragale Interpretation Center, .BOX , 
has recorded a requirement for et least cue special 
workshop for their personnel. It is likely that the 
IAS and JSFIC requirawents can he consolidated in a

6* Another very strong indicator of the extent of the interest 
la this training was derived free the response to the recently offered 
interagency coarse in Information Science for Intelligence (four weeks). 

A total of 130 applications were received for a course accoswso dating 
hut 2? students. These were received as follows: CIA, 24; 3IA, 37; 

USA, 40» sod Military Services, 9. Thus, the backlog of applicants 
will carry ns at least through Ft 1973 without any further mnmmcemutu 
of this particular course. If* anticipate that a one-weak course in 
Management Science scheduled for the period 13-17 November will be Just 
os heavily over-subscribed . In the first ten working days following 
Che course amiowaceaent, 24 applications were received from CXA sources 
alone. Application* have not been received as yat from other agencies 
but theoe are normally received at or near the deadline of 27 October. 

A total of 100-200 applications are expected.
